At  tbe  meeting  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Aiiociatlon  In  New  Orleans  women  physicians 
■peak! uk  before  the  hygiene  section  at  the  after¬ 
noon  and  night  sessions  urged  the  necessity  of 
sacrificing  style  In  the  Interest  of  health  and 
comfort.  Tight,  high-heeled  shoes  and  scanty 
apparrel  worn  In  modern  society  were  severely 
scored.  Women  were  urged  to  wear  shoes  large 
enough  to  fit  their  feet.  Parents  were  advised  to 
urge  their  children  to  go  barefooted  during  the 
summer  months  and  to  pull  off  their  shoes  at 
nights  when  sitting  In  the  parlor. 

The  Public  Health  Association  not  only  put 
the  ban  on  kissing  as  a  disease  carrier,  but  now 
they  are  seriously  discussing  the  danger  In  shak¬ 
ing  hands.  Maybe  that’s  why  there  are  so  many 
Chinese;  they  shake  their  own  hands.  At  least 
we  might  encourage  frequesnt  washing  of  hands. 

Plans  were  laid  by  the  Presbyterian  General 
Board  of  Education  at  Its  recent  meeting  In  New 
York  to  raise  $326,000,000  tor  their  schools  and 
colleges. 

The  Baptist  Standard  remarks  that  one  tenth 
of  the  total  population  of  the  United  States  Uvea 
In  the  three  cities  of  New  York,  Chicago  and 
Philadelphia.  The  cities  of  our  country  present 
one  of  the  biggest  mission  problems.  Southern 
Baptists  never  did  a  wiser  things  than  when 
they  planted  the  Bible  Institute  in  New  Orleans 
—Baltimore  and  St.  Louis  ought  to  have  some¬ 
thing  done  for  them. 

Pastor  D.  W.  McLeod  has  entered  upon  work 
at  Hammond,  La.,  having  resigned  at  Woodville, 
Miss.  We  are  glad  he  does  not  go  far  away. 

Pastor  J.  H.  Lane  of  8outh  McComb  rejoices 
that  nine  of  the  ten  thousand  asked  of  his 
church  has  already  been  secured  by  still  hunt¬ 
ing,  and  there  are  30  or  40  members  yet  to  be 
seen. 

Mrs.  Throckmorton,  one  of  the  women  phy¬ 
sicians  In  attendance  on  the  National  Public 
Health  Association  In  New  Orleans  declared  the 
"Parisian  styles’’  which  our  American  girls 
adopt  are  from  the  underworld,  and  plainly  stat¬ 
ed  that  the  mother's  slipper  should  be  used  on 
such  offending  Imitators. 

Mr.  Jno.  D.  Rockefeller  has  added  another 
$10,000,000  to  his  gift  for  medical  research. 
ThlB  Is  a  great  contribution  to  a  distinctly  Chris¬ 
tian  purpose,  the  prevention  of  disease  and  the 
relief  of  suffering  humanity.  Mr.  Rockefeller 
has  shown  great  wisdom  and  generosity  In  his 
gifts. 

Knoxville  policemen,  who  have  been  affiliated 
with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  recently 
surrendered  their  Union  charater.  This  was  said 
to  be  a  result  of  criticism  of  them  In  connection 
with  their  conduct  during  a  street  car  strike 
and  disorders. 

One  of  the  Literary  Societies  In  Blue  Mountain 
College  has  established  a  scholarship  In  that  In¬ 
stitution  for  girls  of  limited  means  In  honor  of 
Dr.  W.  E.  Berry  who  was  for  a  half  century  bus¬ 
iness  manager. 

"Old  Clothes  Societies”  are  being  formed  In 
many  cities  to  Induce  people  to  wear  their  old 
clothes  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  material. 
'Ve  have  always  been  a  member. 

The  wages  of  the  steel  men  who  struck  had 
already  it  Is  said  been  Increased  260  percent.  The 
real  purpose  of  this  strike  seems  to  have  been 
Bolshevistic  attack  on  the  government 


THREE  GREAT  CAMPAIGN  STORIES. 

(L.  R.  Scarborough,  General  Manager.) 

Tlie  following  three  stories,  which  are  facta, 
ought  to  stir  the  Baptist  heart  of  the  South. 

1.  In  the  M  eekly  County  Association  in  Ten¬ 
nessee  a  little  church  was  asked  for  SOOO,  and 
because  of  continued  rains,  thought  It  best  to 
raise  their  quota  before  Victory  Week.  So  on  n 
Sunday  they  took  their  collection,  and  got  over 
a  thousand  dollars.  One  unsaved  man  gave 
flits  of  It,  was  converted  before  the  next  Sun¬ 
day,  and  was  Iwiptlzed  Into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church.  This  is  enlistment  of  the  right  sort. 

2.  Dr.  T.  H.  Ray  telegraphed  that  the  Ar¬ 
gentina  Baptists  were  asked  for  $75,000  In  the 
rumpaJgn,  and  tolunlarlly  raised  It  to  $100,000, 
which  is  $71  per  member.  What  n  challenge  to 
Southern  Baptists!  A  few  of  the  converts  of  our 
Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Argentina  promising 
to  give  nearly  three  times  a  much  in  the  five 
years  as  the  home  Baptists  are  asked  to  give  per 
member  .  We  remember  that  the  native  Chris¬ 
tians  and  thetr  missionaries  in  the  foreign  fields 
have  already  assumed  a  quota  of  a  million  dol¬ 
lars  in  the  Campaign. 

3.  Up  to  the  day,  November  5th,  I  have  heard 
from  SO  of  our  Baptist  schools,  who  report  the 
names  of  1702  volunteers  from  these  schools. 
This  Is  In  addition  to  the  mission  bands  and 
preachers  who  have  already  volunteered.  These 
arc  new  ones,  302  men  and  1870  women.  I  have 
heaist  from  870  churches  up  to  date.  They  re- 
I  tort  that  on  the  20th  of  October  8101  young 
l>eople  offered  themselves  for  the  service  of 
God.  anywhere  he  calls  them,  1411  men  and 
lOOO  women.  These  from  the  colleges  and 
these  from  the  churches  added  together,  make 
to  date  already  reported  5108,  from  402  cestwv, 
20  colleges  and  370  churches.  They  are  coming 
in  by  the  hundreds  every  day.  Praise  God  we 
have  more  than  won  In  men  and  women,  and 
tills  incans  »e  must  more  than  win  in  monty. 

The  meeting  at  Sbubuta  resulted  In  about 
flfteer  additions  by  baptism  and  others  by  let¬ 
ters  Brother  Wall  was  called  home  by  the  111- 
n»»s  of  bis  wife. 

"Suckers”  are  not  confined  to  one  locality  or 
line  of  business.  They  now  tell  us  that  many 
have  been  taken  In  by  the  statement  going  tbe 
rounds  that  “The  National  Catholic  Register 
boasted  that  Mr.  Tumulty  a  Knight  of  Columbus 
of  the  33d  degree  was  at  the  President’*  right 
hand  looking  after  tbe  Interests  of  Romanism. 
It  Is  now  said  that  there  la  no  such  paper  as  the 
one  named  and  that  there  la  no  33d  degree  In 
tbe  Knights  of  Columbus.  The  question  arises 
Is  this  overseal  religious  or  political  or  a 
mixture. 

The  argument  used  by  our  Northern  bre¬ 
thren  to  justify  standardising  tbe  ministry,  that 
la  requiring  certain  literary  attainment*  before 
ordination,  la  that  when  a  man  la  ordained  he  I* 
an  asset  or  liability  for  the  whole  denomination 
and  not  simply  for  tbe  church  which  ordains 
him.  But  no  Baptist  church  has  to  accept  a  pat¬ 
ter  which  does  not  measure  up  to  IU  needs  or 
.requirements,  no  matter  who  ordained  him.  lit 
a  church  where  there  are  overlord*  it  la  dif¬ 
ferent  and  standards  may  be  necessary  in  re¬ 
quirements  for  ordination. 

The  song  we  used  to  sing  about  getting  "a 
rabbit  skin  to  wrap  the  baby  up  In”  may  now  be 
revised  to  read  ermine  or  electric  seal  aa  that  is 
what  the  turrieri  are  now  calling  the  fur  of 
bre’r  rabbit. 


During  ths  trial  of  the  man  afterward  con¬ 
victed  of  aasault  the  Commerctal  Appeal  In  an 
editorial  urged  the  closing  of  th*  dance  ball 
where  the  young  man  and  young  woman  met 
who  figured  in  thia  dreadful  case.  A  few  days 
ago  we  were  told  of  dancing  In  one  of  our  Miss¬ 
issippi  Cities  by  people  of  "high  society"  In  snch 
a  state  of  undress  as  to  render  sexual  crimes 
absolutely  Inevitable.  What  fathers  and  mothers 
of  young  men  and  young  women  who  permit  thla 
conditions  can  expect  bat  final  shame  we  cannot 
understand. 

Illinois  Baptists  passed  resolutions  opposing 
Intervention  In  Mexico,  approving  the  plan  of 
watchful  waiting;  also  favored  the  ratification 
of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  expressed  hearty 
sympathy  with  the  Antl-8aloou  League  In  Its 
purpose  to  make  the  world  dry.  A  telegram  of 
sympathy  and  good  withes  was  sent  to  President 
Wilson  on  account  of  his  sickness. 

The  editor  of  the  coal  miner*  maxatlne  says 
there  are  loo  many  men  at  work  in  the  mines. 
This  seems  to  be  one  of  the  causes  of  the  strike. 
The  desire  Is  to  reduce  the  number  of  hours  (at 
the  tame  time  Increasing  the  pay)  that  more 
men  may  have  Jobe  to  which  fat  wages  have  at¬ 
tracted  too  many  men. 

In  Missouri  tbe  question  of  denominational 
ownership  of  the  paper  and  of  starting  a  new 
paper  have  been  discussed.  In  tbelr  recent  state 
meeting  the  matter  was  disposed  of  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  of  five  by  the  con¬ 
vention  to  confer  with  tbe  managers  of  the 
Word  and  Way  aa  to  the  conduct  of  the  paper. 

The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Nashville.  Tenn.. 
Dr.  Allen  Fort  pastor,  publishes  a  list  of  the 
annual  contributors  with  the  amounts  and  ob¬ 
jects.  As  thla  church  has  in  Its  membership  many 
of  our  denominational  leaders.  It  la  Interesting 
reading.  Thl*  plan  will  do  for  others  to  study 
about. 

Here  is  a  place  where  tbe  money  in  the  76 
Million  Campaign  will  be  set  to  work.  In  New 
Mexico  there  are  only  140  churches  and  only 
five  of  these  are  self-supporting  and  over  100  of 
them  are  without  church  buildings.  And  yet  they 
are  undertaking  a  quota  of  $260,000. 

Clarke  College  will  have  Its  own  Victory  Week 
beginning  "Friday  before."  They  propose  to 
raise  $12000  In  the  school  and  $100,000  In  the 
school  and  tbe  churches  where  the  student 
preachers  are  pastors.  President  T.  A.  J.  Beasley 
la  never  content  with  any  "halfway  doing.” 

We  have  looked  with  unparalleled  admiration 
upon  the  course  of  President  Wllaon  during  bit 
Administration,  but  we  were  aolety  pained  and 
disappointed  In  hla  prohibition  veto.  Tbe  only 
excuse  that  can  be  made  for  him  la  that  he  was 
sick. 

Missouri  Baptist*  In  their  recent  Slat*  Con¬ 
vention  In  St.  Louis  by  an  overwhelming  ma¬ 
jority  voted  for  single  alignment  with  the 
Southern  Baptists  Convention.  Come  and  wel¬ 
come. 

President  Wilson  sent  a  telegram  to  Oov. 
Coolldge,  the  Republican  governor  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  congratulating  him  on  hla  re-election  as  a 
triumph  of  law  and  order.

This  clHrly  Indicates  that  the  church  had 
promised  tt  make  a  contribution  a  year  before. 
Of  course.lt  Is  not  known  whether  they  desig¬

a  spoken  binds  a  Christian  man  before  God 
as  slronglmas  a  signed  pledge,  and  Paul  would 
have  beenwts  much  disappointed  if  this  church 
had  failed  Bo  keep  its  wdrd  as  he  would  have  If 
they  had  Ant'd  a  document  a  yard  long. 

You  wll&ote  that  he  not  only  commended  this 
church  forftnaklng  the  pledge,  but  boasted  of  it 


throughoudplacedonia.  Now.  if  Paul  should  boast 


that  they  Ijfed  pledged  one  year  In  advance,  how 
much  greater  would  have  been  his  boasting  if  he 
could  havojbald  that  they  had  promised  to  do  so 
and  so  all  Hi  rough  the  next  five  years. 

You  will  fed  In  this  passage  also  an  exhortation 
that  they  Bay  their  pledges.  Note  the  eleventh 
verse: 

"Now  therefore  perform  the  doing  of  it:  that 
as  there  ma  a  readiness  to  will  (promise  or 
pledge)  ao  where  may  be  a  performance  also  out 
of  that  wh$h  ye  have." 

There  is|tlso  another  Important  elemeat,  and 
that  Is  thuthe  fiord  does  not  hold  them  to  the 
literal  fulfilment  of  their  pledges,  but  allows 
the  modifltfltion  In  accordance  with  the  prosper¬ 
ity  or  IncoBe  of  the  one  who  pledges.  Note  the 
twelfth  veA: 

"For  If  Sere  be  first  a  willing  mind  It  is  ac¬ 
cepted  scrawling  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not 
according  tf  that  he  hath  not." 

In  otherSworda.  if  a  man  made  an  honest 
pledge  based  Upon  his  probable  income,  and 
later  founds  his  income  reduced,  he  would  be 
-  held  for  tlxf*  payment  only  In  proportion  to  his 
income.  No®  this  is  exactly  the  way  the  pledges 
used  In  theftampaign  read.  They  provide  that  in

The  hotels  and  cafes  are  overflowing 
with  people  who  give  little  evidence  that  they 
have  passed  through  the  terrible  ordeal  of  the 
past  five  years.  But  amidst  the  gaiety  and  laxity 
is  the  sad  sight  of  successions  of  young  French¬ 
men  maimed  for  life.  For  a  generation  these 
armless,  legless  and  eyeless  men  must  remind  the 
world  of  Germany’s  barbarity,  and  make  difficult 
the  healing  of  enmities  which  she  has  created. 
And  yet  Christian  men  must  help  to  hasten  the 
restoration  of  brotherhood. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Brooks,  European  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  th^ American  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Society,  and  Dr.  O.  Brouillette.  Director  of  Re¬ 
construction  work  for  that  society,  have  shown  us 
many  courtesies  and  facilitated  our  acquaintance 
with  French  Baptists  and  conditions.  We  have 
had  a  conference  with  representative  Baptists  of 
Paris,  and  visited  churches  here.  We  have  greatly 
enjoyed  the  fellowship.  Brother  A.  Blocher  has 
given  us  freely  of  his  time. 

We  leave  Pails  Monday  for  Brussels,  and  other 
points  in  the  field  of  the  great  conflict.  Travel 
is  most  difficult,  and  involves  unusual  hardships. 
Notwithstanding  the  cold  weather,  hotels  and 
trains  furnish  no  heat,  and  it  is  often  difficult 
to  get  accommodations  either  in  hotels  or  on 
trains.  If  1  could  claim  the  attention  of  traveling 
America  I  would.  In  the  most  positive  and  earn¬ 
est  manner,  advise  everyone  who  is  not  compell¬ 
ed  by  urgent  business  reasons  to  visit  Europe  to 
to  stay  at  home  at  this  time.  Tourist  Agencies 
have  begun  to  invite  patronage,  but  Europe  does 
rot  need  American  tourists  now.  they  are  a  great 
hindrance  to  the  work  of  reconstruction  which 
benevolent  American  organizations  are  endeav¬ 
oring  to  prosecute,  to  say  nothing  of  the  severe 
hardships  which  Americans  are  certain  to  en¬ 
dure  if  they  come  to  Europe  in  great  numbers 
before  more  normal  conditions  obtain. 


Southern  Baptists  are  presented  with  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  beautiful  and  unselfish  Christian 
service  on  behalf  of  the  unfortunate  In  Europe, 
sqch  as  they  never  fared  before.  This  fact  con¬ 
stitutes  a  tremendous  consideration  in  carrying 
the  75-  Million  Campaign  to  a  successful  and 
triumphant  conclusion.  This  Commission  is  ren¬ 
dering  a  poor  service  if  some  at  least  of  the 
needs  which  we  are  finding  are  not  met  by  those 
who  have  sent  us  to  look  upon  these  sad  sights.

DOINGS  IN  THE  THIRD  DISTRICT 


(L.  R.  Scarborough.  General  Director) 

For  fear  that  some  are  misunderstanding  the 
plan  of  the  Campaign  for  the  collection  of  cash 
and  subscriptions  in  Victory  Week,  let  me  state 
that  It  is  understood  by  the  Campaign  Commis¬ 
sion  that  we  are  to  have  no  separate  drives  or 
canvasses  for  the  different  organizations  in  the 
churches.  We  are  to  forget  the  W.  M.  U.  the 
Sunday  School,  the  B.  Y.  P.  IT.,  and  all  other 
organizations  when  we  come  to  Victoy  Week. 
Each  church,  ai  a  church,  in  its  local  organiza¬ 
tion  is  to  make  a  single  drive,  taking  cash  and 
pledges  from  every  member.  The  cards  signed 
by  the  women,  unless  otherwise  designated,  will 
be  marked  W.  M.  U„  and  they  will  get  credit  for 
the  amount  on  these  pledge  cards,  but  it  is  not 
to  be  a  separate  drive  by  them. 

We  must  remember  that  this  is  the  work  of 
the  churches  as  a  whole.  If  we  do  it  In  any  other 
fashion,  we  will  break  the  harmony  and  unity 
of  the  Campaign.  I  trust  all  interested  parties 
will  take  notice  of  this,  and  remember  the 
wishes  of  the  Campaign  Commission  in  this 
matter.  Do  not  fail  to  let  the  W.  M.  U.  have  their 
proper  credit  on  the  pledge  cards,  but  let  none 
of  the  organizations  in  our  churches  break  ranks, 
but  all  pull  together  through  the  churches. 

Word  form  different  sections  demands  that 
this  statement  be  given  to  the  Baptist  press,  and 
the  attention  of  the  brotherhood  and  sisterhood 
to  be  called  to  It.  This  Is  understood  by  the 
Central  Organization,  and  is  approved  by  the 
State  Organizations,  and  is  understood  as  the 
plan  of  the  Campaign. 


The  campaign  is  steadily  Increasing  in  popular¬ 
ity  and  interest  is  growing  as  the  days  of  "Vic¬ 
tory  Week"  come  slipping  on. 

It  is  gradually  reaching  out  to  the  remotest 
section  of  each  county,  and  we  find  that  infor¬ 
mation  is  all  that  the  people  require  for  them 
to  be  willing  to  put  shoulder  to  shoulder  with 
the  rest  and  lift  their  part  of  the  load. 

In  district  three  we  have  15  counties  with  3(2 
churches.  We  have  been  able  to  organize  nearly 
all  of  these  churches,  however,  there  are  a  few 
that,  up  to  this  time,  have  not  been  willing  to 
cooperate,  but  rather  are  assuming  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  carry  out  the  "Great  Commission" 
single  handed.  We  believe  however  that  when 
they  have  been  properly  Informed,  that  they 
too  will  come  in  for  their  share  of  the  fight  and 
victory. 

We  are  undertaking  in  all  the  counties  to  hold 
special  services  In  every  church  when  possible 
these  services  are  held  on  Sundays,  as  we  can 
reach  a  larger  number  of  the  people  then. 

Bro.  C.  W.  Knight,  county  organizer  for  Al¬ 
corn  county.  Is  undertaking  to  have  a  service 
every  Sunday  in  every  church  In  his  county.  He 
is  using  many  of  his  laymen  of  the  Corinth 
church  in  order  to  do  this. 

Bro.  O.  C.  Moore  organizer  for  Tishomingo 
county  has  a  training  school  for  workerg*and  is 
training  a  number  of  young  men  from  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  High  School,  and  Is  sending  them  out 
every  Sunday  to  the  churches  on  the  regular 
preaching  services  of  the  church. 

Bro.  Moore  is  urging  every  church  to  value 
the  "Service  Roll"  so  much  that  they  will  paste 
a  strip  of  white  paper  across  the  bottom,  write 
in  the  names  of  all  subscribers,  and  frame  it 
and  keep  it  ever  hanging  in  the  church,  declar 
ing  that  the  church  is  writing  a  page  in  Bap¬ 
tist  history  of  which  they  will  be  proud.  The. 
churches'  are  reeeiveing  the  suggestion  and  with 
pride  are“carrying  them  out. 

Athens,  a  country  church  in  Monroe  county, 
raised  their  quota  $500  and  four  members  said 
that  rather  than  see  the  church  fail,  that  they 
would  each  give  one-fourth  of  the  whole  amount, 
thereby  guaranteeing  the  whole  amount  of  their 
quota  plus  $500.

There  are  some  clouds  but  we  are  remember¬ 
ing  that  "every  cloud  has  a  silver  lining"  and 
we  are  just  working,  hoping  and  praying  that 
not  a  one  of  the  3(2  churches  and  not  a  member 
of  a  single  church  shall  go  unenlisted  in  this 
our  supreme  task.

Cnii.paign  Conditions  In  the  Sixth  District 

ADAMS — One  church,  Natchez.  This  is  not 
organized  according  to  our  scheme  and  will  not 
be.  However,  Dr.  Bourm  and  the  members  of  his 
church  are  interested  and  are  working  along 
their  own  lines  and  think  they  will  be  able  to 
put  the  campaign  over. 

AMITE — The  county  Is  well  organized.  Meet¬ 
ings  were  held  in  all  of  the  churches  early  in 
the  campaign.  I  met  the  workers  there  a  few 
days  ago  and  they  are  planning  to  put  on  a 
campaign  from  church  to  church  the  last  two 
weeks  of  the  campaign.  Most  of  the  churches 
will  go  over  the  top.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to 
have  a  good  strong  speaker  to  go  and  speak  at 
Liberty  and  Gloster  before  the  campaign  closes. 
Twenty  four  churches  in  this  county. 

CLAIBORNE— Only  five  churches,  two  of  them- 
without  pastors.  Dr.  May  has  done  good  work 
but  is  not  so  hopeful  that  the  churches  will 
reach  their  quota.  Meetings  have  been  held  al¬ 
ready  In  all'the  churches  except  One  and  perhaps 
other  meetings  will  be  held.  I  think  It  would  be 
well  to  have  a  good  speaker  go  to  Port  Gibson 
and  Hermanville,  especially  Port  Gibson  as  they 
are  without  a  pastor.  Hermanville,  I  think,  will 
reach  Its  quota. 

FRANKLIN — Twenty-one  churches,  several  of 
them  without  pastors.  Not  much  work  has  been 
done.  Perhaps  only  one  active  pastor  in  the 
country.  Only  one  or  two  laymen  can  be  counted 
on  for  any  special  work.  I  have  arranged  for 
Bro.  T.  J.  Moore  to  visit  sixteen  of  the  churches 
and  hope  he  will  be  able  to  do  some  good  work. 

I  am  arranging  for  meetings  in  some  of  the  other 
churches  which  Bro.  Moore  will  not  reach.  I 
think  It  would  be  well  to  have  a  good  speaker  at 
Meadvllle,  Bude  and  Roxie  the  last  week  of  the 
campaign.  We  can  win  In  this  county  with  prop¬ 
er  Interest.  Much  depends  on  the  work  done  by 
Bro.  Moore.  I  am  urging  the  laymen  to  visit 
every  church  on  its  preaching  day  In  November 
and  hope  they  will  do  so. 

JEFFERSON — Nine  churches  reported,  one  of 
them  has  dissolved  as  I  understand.  More  than 
half  of  the  churches  without  pastors.  Bro.  L.  L. 
Posey  and  wife  have  done  some  good  work.  He 
is  planning  to  get  into  every  church  in  the  coun¬ 
ty  before  the  campaign  closes.  There  are  some  in¬ 
terested  workers  and  conditions  are  fairly  hope¬ 
ful.  Prof.  Aven  is  supply  at  Fayette  and  will  help 
conditions  there. 

JEFF  DAVIS — Thirteen  churches.  Most  of 

these  are  well  organized  and  will  reach  their 
quota  without  much  trouble.  Some  special  work 


needs  to  be  done  in  two  or  three  churches.  Bro. 

J.  A.  Lee  Will,  1  think,  look  after  that.  The  pas¬ 
tors  in  this  county  are  active  and  are  planning 
to  make  their  regular  preaching  days  in  Novem¬ 
ber  great  days.  1  would  like  to  see  a  good  speak¬ 
er  at  Prentiss  before  the  campaign  closes. 

LAWRENCE — Twenty-four  churches.  Some 
good  work  has  been  done  by  the  pastors  already 
in  most  of  these  churches  and  about  half  of  them 
are  in  good  condition  for  the  campaign.  We  are 
planning  some  special  work  in  a  number  of  the 
churches  during  November  trying  to  reach  with 
a  good  meeting  every  church  that  is  not  already 
well  worked.  I  think  It  woqld  be  well  to  have 
a  good  speaker  at  Montlcello  again  before  the 
campaign  closes.  You'have  been  there  with  a 
great  message  and  Dr.  Patterson  is  doing  good 
work.  However,  Montlcello  is  a  difficult  place  to 
reach.  Bro.  D.  M.  Lee  has  done  fine  work  as 
organizer, 

LINCOLN — Thirty-three  churches.  Some  good 
work  has  been  done,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done  if  we  win  in  that  county.  Many  of  the 
churches  are  not  much  enlisted  in  our  denomina¬ 
tional  work.  I  hope  we  may  have  a  good  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  churches  there  next  week  so 
that  we  may  get  a  full  understanding  of  the  situ¬ 
ation.

We  have  some 
splendid  laymen  In  this  county  who  are  going  out 
every  Sunday  and  have  been  for  several  Sundays. 
Every  church  of  the  ninteen  convention  churches 
will  be  reached  with  special  meetings  In  Novem¬ 
ber.  Bro.  Holcomb  and  I  made  some  special  en¬ 
gagements  this  week.  We  have  been  unable  to 
get  Into  the  Landmark  churches  but  I  think  we 
will  win  In  the  convention  churches. 

PIKE — Ninteen  churches.  Some  good  work  has 
been  done  by  Bro.  Whitfield.  Judge  Price  and 
others.  When  I  was  over  there  last  I  felt  some 
other  special  work  needed  to  be  done  In  some 
of  the  churches.  I  was  not  able  just  at  that  time 
to  get  it  worked  out  to  my  entire  satisfaction 
and  i  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  tell  more  about 
It  with  the  meetings  In  the  county  next  week. 

WALTHALL — Eleven  churches.  Some  good 
work  has  been  done  by  Bro.  Quin  and  others. 
Bro.  Quin  assured  me  a  few  days  ago  that  he 
expected  to  visit  practically  every  church  in  the 
county  with  a  good  meeting  before  the  close  of 
the  campaign.  We  should  win  in  that  county.  I 
should  liketo  see  a  good  speaker  go  to  Tylertown. 

WILKINSON — Five  churches.  Bro.  McLeod  Is 
leaving  the  county.  He  wrote  me  a  few  days  ago 
that  he  expected  to  do  his  very  best  to  put  the 
campaign  over  there,  but  I  do  not  know  Just 
what  conditions  are  there  now.  1  expect  to  go 
there  first  of  next  week  and  see  what  can  be 
done.  I  will  talk  with  you  more  about  this  when 
I  see  you  next  week. 


The  Campaign  In  IHatricit  Number  Four 

The  campaign  in  this  District  was  begun  with 
this  spirit.  "The  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us." 
Prompted  by  this  spirit  very  few  men  and  women 
have  refused  to  undertak^the  task  assigned  to 
them. 

This  spirit  has  become  contagious,  and  al¬ 
though  often  the  task  assigned  to  churchee  seem¬ 
ed  large  at  first,  they  have  come  to  see  It  In  the 
light  of  the  Master's  sacrifice  and  they  have  given 
themselves  to  it  with  a  hearty  good-will. 

Group  meetings  and  County  Rallies  have  been 
held  In  the  fourteen  counties  of  this  district.  Al¬ 
though  every  day  except  two  were  either  rainy 
or  threatening,  and  bad  roads  prevailed.

possible  for  him  to  give  much  time  to  the  work. 
The  County  W.  M.  U.  Organizer.  Mrs.  TUlle 
Clarke  came  to  the  rescue  and  has  visited  prac¬ 
tically  every  church  in  the  county.  Group  meet¬ 
ings  have  been  held  and  also  the  County  Rally, 
and  this,  too,  without  the  presence  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Organizer  or  other  outside  help.  She  re¬ 
ports  the  people  growing  In  Interest  as  the  In¬ 
formation  is  given  to  them. 

County  Organizers  and  County  Publicity  Men 
all  over  the  district  arc  cooperating  to  hold  meet¬ 
ings  in  every  church  In  the  county  every  Sun 
day  in  November.  Some  of  the  churches  that 
have  full  time  service  are  releasing  their  pas¬ 
tors  for  the  morning  services  so  as  to  enable 
them  'o  Islt  nearby  chuix-ne*.  Many  hymen  who 
have  not  been  active  heretofore  are  giving  them¬ 
selves  gladly  to  this  work,  and  It  means  much 
for  their  development. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  testify  to  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  all  the  workers  in  my  district, 
and  1  am  sure  that  If  the  work  continues  for  the 
next  month  as  It  has  been  carried  on  during 
September  and  October,  the  district  will  make 
a  fine  showing.

This  district  is  composed  of  twelve  counties. 
Adams.  Amite,  Claiborne.  Franklin.  Jefferson. 
Jefferson  Davis,  Lawrence.  Lincoln,  Marion. 
Pike.  Walthall  and  Wilkinson.  In  this  territory 
there  are  nine  associations  and  one  hundred 
eighty-six  churches.  In  the  meetings  of  all  of 
these  associations  the  75  Million  Campaign  had 
the  right  of  way.

"glorious  gospel,”  although  the  gospel  is  glorious. 
But  ho  speaks  of  the  "gospel  of  the  glory  of  Ood." 
It  is  the  good  news  of  unfolding  of  the  real 
character  of  Ood.  His  glory  is  the  revelation  of 
what  he  is.  The  gospel  Is  the  final,  true  and 
perfect  revelation  of  the  real  character  of  Ood. 
Christ  is  the  gospel.  His  whole  life  was  the  ray¬ 
ing  forth  of  God's  Image,  and  his  sacrificial  death 
summed  up  the  real  message  and  meaning  of  his 
life.  If  you  would  know  the  meaning  of  the  life 
of  Christ,  look  on  his  death.  That  Is  the  char¬ 
acteristic  chapter  In  his  life,  the  essence  of  the 
whole  story.  Therein  Is  revealed  the  supreme 
love  of  Ood  and  his  Immaculate  holiness  as  they 
came  into  contact  with  human  sin.  As  such  It  is 
his  glory,  the  publishing  of  It  is  the  gospel  of  His 
glory.  The  character  of  Ood  that  made  the  gos¬ 
pel  possible,  necessary  and  actual  is  at  the  same 
time  what  makes  him  the  happy  Ood.  The  pub¬ 
lishing  of  this  gospel  the  effective  preaching  and 
ministry  of  It  Is  that  which  more  than  all  else  con¬ 
tributed  to  his  happiness.  In  no  other  way  can 
we  so  much  cositribute  or  add  to  his  happiness. 
If  we  are  his  children  that  which  makes  him 
Happy  will  do  the  same  for  us.

LITTLE  FOXES 


I  think  It  is  Andrew  Murray  in  one  of  his  books 
who  makes  the  point  and  follows  It  up  constantly 
that  in  all  God's  revelation  to  man  and  his  deal¬ 
ings  with  him  it  Is  the  purpose  of  our  Father  to 
produce  faith  In  man  and  perpetuate  and  enlarge 
it.  It  Is  easy  to  believe  this  in-as-much-as  faith 
Is  the  means  of  life  In  man  and  the  ground  of 
fellowship  between  Ood  and  man.  It  Is  not  the 
purpose  here  to  follow  out  his  idea  In  its  general 
application.  That  Is  too  vast  a  field,  but  to  no¬ 
tice  Just  one  appeal  to  faith  found  in  the  Epistle 
to  the  Hebrew — The  whole  purpose  of  that  letter 
is  to  steady  the  faith  of  some  who  had  been  fear¬ 
fully  assailed.  He  adds  argument  to  argument 
to  confirm  them,  drawing  constantly  to  a  climax 
as  he  proceeds.  t 

But  we  are  not  to  think  of  It  as  an  academic 
debating  society  nor  a  cool  pholosoplcal  discus¬ 
sion  to  settle  some  truth  In  question.  It  Is  a 
matter  that  deeply  concerns  everyone  of  them 
personally,  and  eventuates  not  in  forming  cor¬ 
rect  opinions  but  In  attaining  heart  conviction 
and  exercising  a  high  and  holy  religious  privilege. 
Real  faith  means  life  eternal;  the  lack  of  it 
means  confusion  and  darkness  and  death. 

By  the  time  we  reach  the  tenth  chapter  In  this 
great  epistle  the  shadows  begin  to  flee  away, 
doubts  vanish  and  a  solemn  and  Joyous  sense  of 
assurance,  of  unhindered  access  to  Ood  becomes 
our  personal  possession.  The  past  argument  an 
exhortations  are  thus  summed  up  (10:19-22): 
“Having  therefore,  brethrens,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holy  place  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  t  e 
way  which  he  dedicated  for  us,  a  new  and  living 
way,  through  the  vail,  that  Is  to  say  his  flesh; 
and  having  a  great  priest  over  the  house  of  Oo  , 
let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  In  fulness  of 

faith."  ... 

It  is  evident  from  this  that  our  boldness  and 
fulness  of  faith  are  dependent  not  on  any  qual  y 
or  condition  In  ourselves,  but  upon  the  comple  e 
ness  and  sufficiency  of  the  work  of  Christ,  in¬ 
deed  that  much  is  implied  in  the  very  word 
faith,  which  Is  reliance  on  the  ability  and  mer 
of  another,  upon  conditions  outside  ourselves. 
This  puts  us  all  upon  the  same  plane,  and  g  '«* 
to  each  absolute  and  unhindered  access  to  the 
throne  of  grace.  If  our  coming  is  based  upon  the 
completeness  and  sufficiency  of  Christ  s  atone¬ 
ment  then  we  need  have  no  fear  In  coming.  b«» 
may  have  all  boldness.  The  way  is  wide  open; 
"Whatsoever  ye  ask  In  My  name.  I  will  do  It  _ 
Can  heaven  be  any  wider  open  to  us  than 

Can  any  larger  promises  be  made  bo  us .  (  a  y 

greater  fulness  he  supplied  us"  ''ha  m"rp 

He  say  than  to  you  He  hath  said;  you  w  o 
Jesus  for  refuge  have  fled!  Are  we  not  foolish 
'  to  doubt T  Are  we  not  living  In  spiritual  poverty 
when  we  might  be  and  are  rich  in  the  abundance 
of  His  grace. 


(With  apologies  to  Mrs.  Burdon.  Connecticut.) 

The  period  of  Christ's  ministry  was  spent  In 
a  country  covered  with  vineyards,  and  both  He 
and  His  disciples  were  so  familiar  with  them 
that  Christ  chose  the  union  of  the  vine  with  the 
branches  to  convey  the  relationship  between 
Him  and  His  followers.  One  of  the  chief  enemies 
of  the  husbandmen  was  the  little  foxes  that  came 
in  the  night  and  cut  the  vines  and  destroyed  the 
friiit.  I  wish  to  speak  for  a  few  minutes  of  some 
little  foxes  that  must  be  guarded  against  lest 
they  destroy  the  fruits  of  our  75  Million  Cam¬ 
paign. 

The  first  little  fox  I  think  of  Is  the  little  fox 
of  Discouragement.  In  this  undertaking  as  in 
every  great  undertaking  since  the  world  began 
there  are  those  who  are  going  to  say.  "We  can  t 
do  It.”  Anybody  can  say  that;i  let's  be  strong 
in  the  strength  of  Christ  and  say.  "We,  by  His 
help,  are  going  to  do  It!"  If  you  are  one  of  the 
destructive  critics  of  this  campaign,  If  you 
haven't  a  single  constructive  program  to  offer, 
don't  express  your  criticism  lest  you  hurt  your 
neighbor's  enthusiasm,  and  make  him  Incapable 
of  doing  his  best  work  for  the  Master.  The  Bap¬ 
tist  Campaigner  puts  It  this  way;  "It  Is  much 
easier  to  pick  a  flaw  than  to  push  a  program." 
That  is  very  true.  It  Is  the  man  or  woman  who 
Is  looking  for  an  easy  Job  who  Is  going  to 
say.  "We  can't  do  it." 

The  second  little  fox  I  find  in  our  church  Is 
Inability  to  Give  as  Much  as  Some  One  Else.  To 
those  who  are  letting  that  fox  stand  In  the  way 
of  the  blessing  they  will  receive  from  giving  what 
they  can.  I'd  say  read  again  the  story  of  the 
widow's  mite,  and  giving  as  she  did  receive 
Christ's  "she  hath  done  what  she  could."  It  Is 
not  from  the  one  thousand  dollar  men.  or  the 
two  thousand  dollar  men  that  the  budget  for 
our  church  will  be  made  up.  It  Is  from  those  who 
have  much  less  to  give  that  we  expect  to  get  our 
ouota.  We  can  all  be  one  of  the  small  contribu¬ 
tors  whose  gift  In  Christ's  hands  will  be  mag¬ 
nified  to  bring  forth  great  blessings. 

Closely  allied  to  this  fox  Is  the  one  of  Jealousy. 

It  Isn't  necessary  to  say  anything  of  the  meaning 
of  Jealousy  In  the  connection,  all  of  us  who  are 
doing  things  In  this  campaign  have  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  the  miserable  little  fox  of  Jealousy 
among  the  workers.  It  would  be  well  for  us 
to  think,  however  that  Jealousy,  as  some  one  has 
said  Is  a  boomerang,  it  hurts  the  Jealous  one 
much  worse  than  it  does  the  person  toward  whom 
the  Jealousy  Is  directed.  Is  our  vision  of  the  task 
before  us  so  broad  and  our  strength  to  meet  the 
task  so  abundant,  that  we  can  afford  to  let  our 
servioe  be  marred  by  Jealousy  of  our  co-workers 
Let  us  remember  the  parable  of  the  laborers  in 
the  vineyard  who  murmured  against  the  hus¬ 
bandman  because  he  gave  those  who  labored 
from  the  eleventh  hour  only,  as  much  compen¬ 
sation  as  those  who  had  worked  all  day.  They 
said.  These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour 
and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us.  which 
have  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day. 
And  the  husbandman  answered  them  saying. 
"Take  that  thine  is.  and  go  thy  way;  I  will  g  ve 
unto  this  last  even  as  unto  thee." 

The  fifth  little  fox  is  Too  Much  Stress  on  Or¬ 
ganization.  The  emphasis  there  Is  on  too  much, 
for  of  course,  a  certain  amount  of  organisation, 
for  which  our  leaders  have  wisely  provided  Is  nec¬ 
essary.  but  the  real  issue  of  the  campaign  seem. 
,to  me  to  be  to  make  every  Southern  Baptist  feel 
that  Christ  is  saying  to  him  or  to  her.  "ho 
will  send  laborers  HBo  my  vineyard?  The  fruit¬ 
age  is  our  responsibility,  the  Individual  respon- 
. .  ..eh  on.i-'nvprv  one  of  UB.  End  if 


Christ  Jesus,  then,  to  my  mind,  it  will  have 
failed  In  one  of  the  cardinal  things  to  be  ac¬ 
complished.  and  1  know  it  will  have  failed  In  one 
hope  that  animated  our  leaders  in  instituting 
this  movement.  If  the  plans  to  raise  the  money 
are  not  satisfactory  to  us.  If  the  persons  are 
not  appointed  to  carry  on  lh>  campaign  who 
seem  to  us  most  fitted,  let’s  work  that  much 
harder  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  As  some  one 
has  aptly  said,  "It  must  be  a  strong  pull,  a 
steady  pull,  a  pull  straight  ahead,  and  all  to 
gether.  remembering  that  Christ  has  said.  "Ye 
have  not  chosen  me.  but  I  have  choeen  you. 
and  ordained  you.  that  ye  should  go  and  bring 
forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain: 
that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  In 
my  name  he  may  |iw  It  you. 

These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love 
one  another."

Domestic  Arts  work  at  Jackson  College  In¬ 
cludes  instruction  in  Cooking.  Plain  Sewing. 
Dressmaking  and  Housekeeping. 

The  course  in  Cooking  covers  three  years  and 
is  given  in  connection  with  and  a  part  of  the 
regular  literary  work.  The  girls  go  to  these 
■  lasses  ninety  minutes  periods  while  the  boys  go 
to  Shop  work  and  Agriculture.  Girls  finishing 
the  courses  are  able  to  handle  the  work  of  the 
kitchen  and  dining  room  in  a  clean  and  work¬ 
manlike  manner.  They  are  also  well  In  demand 
as  teachers  in  the  public  and  private  schools. 

Mrs.  Alice  B.  Lenoir,  who  is  employed  this 
year  as  teacher  of  Cooking  is  a  native  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi:  born  and  reared  at  McComb  City.  She 
received  her  education  in  the  Public  schools  and 
at  Baton  Rouge.  La.,  and  specialized  In  Domestic 
Science  at  Tuskegee  Institute.  She  has  taught 
for  several  years  at  Bogolusa,  La.

Grade  /receive  Instruction  in  this  department  of 
Jackson  College  and  certainly  there  is  no  one 
more  Important  in  the  preparation  of  Home 
Makers.

A  GREAT  DAY  AT  BI1X1AI 


My  Dear  Miss  Lackey: 

I  enclose  our  quarterly  report,  but  want  to  tell 
you  some  blessed  news.  Five  of  my  G.  A.  girls 
went  up  to  the  pastor  yesterday  and  offered 
themselves  on  the  altar  of  service  to  go  wherever 
He  wanted  them  to  go,  when  they  are  properly 
trained.  They  ranged  from  12  to  almost  16 
years  of  age.  One  was  our  splendid  President, 
one  other  was  a  former  President,  and  niece  of 
Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins,  the  other  two  were  bright  girls 
whom  I  had  hardly  expected  at  this  time.  There 
were  two  others,  making  seven  in  all  who  were 
dedicated  in  the  meeting  by  a  beautiful,  search¬ 
ing  prayer  by  our  fine  pastor,  Mr.  Boyd,  last  eve¬ 
ning.  It  was  a  great  day  for  us  all.  Ever  since 
I  took  the  leadership  I  have  worked  and  prayed 
to  this  end.  I  have  always  felt  that  unless  some 
missionaries  went  out  from  our  society,  our  work 
was  poor  and  scarcely  worth  while.  I’ve  often 
been  discouraged  for  a  day  or  two  after  a  small 
meeting  and  felt  that  I  should  hand  lUover  to 
some  one  more  competent,  and  then  Christ  would 
cheer  me  on  my  way.  (Bless  His  Holy  Name)! 
and  I  would  go  on.  I've  talked  often  to  the  girls 
about  choosing  early  their  life  work,  and  study¬ 
ing  to  make  It  worth  while.  At  our  meeting  last 
Friday.  I  made  "Enlistment  NOW  for  service,” 
the  subject  of  everything  we  did,  hymns,  pray¬ 
ers.  talk,  scriptures,  etc.,  and  with  all  the  earn¬ 
estness  I  possessed  I  urged  them  to  surrender  on 
Sunday  when  "The  Calling  out  the  Called" 
would  take  place.  Nine  of  them  would  commit 
themselves  that  day  (Friday)  and  I  told  them  I 
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would  pray  every  day  until  they  did.  When  Mr. 
Boyd  made  his  plea  for  those  who  were  called,  I 
could  only  pray  with  all  my  soul.  Soon  I  took 
the  hand  of  our  President  who  stood  near  me. 
and  it  was  all  she  needed  to  start  her  and  she 
went  forward.  I  was  so  blind  with  happy  tears 
and  still  praying  on,  that  1  did  not  know  until 
after  the  service  that  three  others  of  my  girls 
had  gone  with  her.  In  the  evening  another  one 
went,  the  oldest  sister  of  onr  President,  and  Mr. 
Boyd's  little  daughter,  made  the  seventh.  Well 
I  wish  you  could  have  been  there.  It  was  won¬ 
derful.  There  was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  there  In 
either  service  and  Mr.  Boyd  and  everyone  was 
so  happy  that  faces  shone  and  It  was  a  genuine 
love  feast.  Mr.  Boyd  said  in  the  evening  service, 
that  it  had  been  the  happiest  day  of  his  ministry. 
It  was  one  of  the  happiest  days  of  my  life.  Now 
we  must  all  do  our  work  — perhaps  the  greatest 
— of  seeing  that  they  are  helped,  watched  over, 
and  trained  for  the  greatest  work  they  can  do. 

Please  pray  for  me  that  I  may  be  equal  to  do 
the  part  I  have  in  that.  Pray  that  I  may  get 
them  to  be  dally  Bible  readers.  I've  plead  with 
them  many  times  about  It.  Only  two  of  them 
are  at  present.  One  of  the  girls,  the  oldest, 
about  21  years  of  age,  is  a  fine  Intelligent  young 
woman,  who  will  have  to  be  helped  In  getting  to 
the  training  school.

MOODY  BIBLE  INSTITUTE. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  of 
Chicago,  October  16,  Dean  James  M. 
Gray  reported  a  total  enrollment  for 
the  year  ending  August  31,  of  2,183 
students  In  the  Day  and  Evening 
rlasaes,  representing  twenty-two  de¬ 
nominations,  forty-three  states,  and 
twenty-three  foreign  countries;  and 
more  than  6,000  professed  conver¬ 
sions  in  connection  with  the  students' 
training  in  practical  Christian  work; 
also  in  the  Correspondence  Depart¬ 
ment  an  active  enrollment  August 
31  of  4,620  students,  and  a  total  of 
6,648  students  under  instruction  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Through  the  Institute’s  Employ¬ 
ment  Bureau,  resident  students  who 
worked  part  time  to  support  them¬ 
selves  earned  the  sum  of  $176,- 
146.50. 

A  new  feature  of  the  Institute  life 
Is  a  Sunday  afternoon  meeting  for 
Bible  exposition  by  the  Dean,  In  the 
Auditorium,  corner  of  La  Salle  Street 
and  Chicago  Avenue.
